Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Hile et al. discloses (col, 1, lines 20-30, lines 50- 
65 and Fig. 1 ) the deployment of a finite state machine to perform an in transient scan of incoming bit stream from a source medium on 
one network (corresponding to the recited a second network device) intended to a destination medium on another network (corresponding 
to the recited a first network device) in order to prevent the spread of viruses before entring a computer system. Hile et al. also discloses 
(col. 4, lines 23-26) that if no virus signature is detected, the data then is stored on (transmitted to) destination medium. Implementing 
Hile et al. method of in transient virus detection meets the limitations of receiving an input stream at a binary state machine prior to 
being buffered at a first network device and transmitting the copy of the input stream to the first network device if an attack on the 
computer network is not detected.. 
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
